The city council has np for consider­ 
ation an ordinance providing for a 
tax on all vehicles ¡in this city, and 
at theVlaatJmeeting of the council it 
passed to its second reading. 
As it 
w ill be given its th ird and final read 
ing a t the next session of the conncil, 
and w ill be disposed of, eith er ad o pt­ 
ed or rejected, it is really w orthy of 
more than a passing notioe ¡from the 
public, as it involves and interests 
m any people. 
The intentio n of the ordinance is to 
levy a tax on all delivery wagons, 
livery 
rigs, 
private vehicles, etc., 
w hich w ould be paid into the street 
im provem ent fund. 
The tax w ould 
am ount t©¡approxim ately # 2 j>er year. 
Tho ordinance has m any good ami 
m any bad phases, and a logical argu 
m ent can be produced on eith er side. 
H ow ever, it is understood th a t a m a­ 
jo rity of the conncil w ould not sup­ 
port it, and M ayor C ow ing is opposed 
to adopting the ordinance. 
One of the m em bers of the council 
said it w ould prove an uniust tax. 
He claim ed th a t delivery wagons, for 
instance, are run for the convenience 
of the public, not [for the inividual, 
and he 
declared 
every grocer and 
butcher w ould gladly discontinue the 
delivery service. 
T hen he pointed to 
the funerals and the fanners w ho use 
our streets, and said th at the tax could 
not and w ould not be applied co rrect­ 
ly in a city as sm all as R nshville. 
There’ are some w ho co ntend .th at it 
is a wise m easure and h eartily e n­ 
dorse it.

The Sewerage Question-A Plea 
for Private Ownership 


The follow ing article on the sew er­ 
age question appeared in one of the 
local papers last Angust. 
It is from 
the pen of John S. Abercrombie and 
it is republished in this colnm by re­ 
quest : 
It is reasonably certain that sanitary 
sewers w ill be constructed in Rnsh- 
ville at some time during the next 
four years 
Therefore it may not be 
amiss to say a few words as to method 
of procedure in installing snch a sys­ 
tem. 
That sewers are needed, and 
badly needed, few w ill deny. 
The 
question is, "H ow can they best be 
built and operated ; by the city or bv 
private interest? " 
The city can ad­ 
vertise for bids, put in the sewers by 
contract, own and operate them, and 
tax np the costs to property owners. 
Theoretically this wonld be the better 
plan, bnt wonld it work ont w ell in 
practice? 
Recently much has been said about 
m unicipal ownership of public u tilities 
and some cities have given the plan a 
trial Results have proved satisfactory 
in a m ajority of cases, and snch at­ 
tempts w ill likely prove onsatisfactory 
nntil we attain a higher degree of 
civic righteousness. 
Under m unicipal 
ownership the service is never so good 
as under private control. 
The trouble 
seems^to be that [employes w ill not 
labor so efficiently for a m unicipality 
as for private bosses. A man slated 
for a m unicipal 
job because of a 
political poll is not calculated to be 
the best man or even a fit man for the 
position. 
Public office is too often a 
private snap 
Then when a city m an­ 
ages a public u tility, the latter is 
usually run neither on economic nor 
business principles. 
The trouble is 
not far to see, and may be ascribed to 
one or all of the follow ing causes: 
Failure to get highest efficiency from 
machinery and em ployes; absence of 
keen business 
m ethods; dishonesty, 
graft and political influence. 
There follow s as a natural result 
high operating expenses and poor ser­ 
vice. Who is the sufferer? The already 
over-bnrdened taxpayer. An exchange 
discussing municipal ownership in a 
recent editorial gets at the root of the 
matter. 
It say s: " It is the m inute 
economies that make an 
industrial 
enterprise successful. From ear h man, 
from the humblest to the highest, the 
maximum of efficiency must be had. 
Machinery must be so operated as to 
obtain the highest efficiency w ith the 
least expense for operation and m ain­ 
tenance. 
All this means an organiza­ 
tion of trained men. 
It matters little 
if the equipment and the system of 
operation be the best in the world. 
If ignorant or careless men be put in 
charge, the results are snre to be un­ 
satisfactory. 
In none of the large 
cities, and in very [few of the small 
ones, 
have we 
reached 
that point 
whore we call into the service of the 
m unicipal government the best talent 
and training that can be obtained 
So much for the reasons that make it 
difficult for the very best intentioned 
mayors ai.d heads of m unicipal de­ 
partments to obtain the kind of help 
needed. ’ ’ 
More important still is the great 
field for graft that- is opened up to d is­ 
honest men by widening the scope of 
municipal government. 
The experience of the city of Rush- 
ville as builders, owners and operators 
of Its electric light and water plant, 
has been neither happy nor encourag­ 
ing. 
In the first place, there was. it 
is said, grift in letting contract* and 
constructing the svstem. 
The natural 
result was a poor plant with » mall 
capacity—built at an exhorbitant price 
—a plant that the city soon ootgrew. 
We are still paying for the propertv, 
yet have poor and m eacerservice and 
high operating expenses. 
It is certainly unnecessary to repeat 
this mistake in the case of sewers. 
When the city decides to construct a 
sewerage system , let said svstem be 
installed, owned and jperated by pri­ 
vate interests, under city regulation 
In snch ’a way only w ill good and 
sufficient service be obtained and all 
the ills of m unicipal ownership be 
avoided. 
The interests of city and taxpayers 
may be amply protected by ordinance, 
the city furnishing specifications and 
supervising construction, and at the 
same time a franchise liberal enough 
to allow them reasonable profits or j 
returns may be granted the contracting 
com pan v 
The rates for service should 
be specified in the ordinance granting 
the franchise, and council conld then 
control ami regulate rates the same as ! 
it does that of natural gas in R ushville 


today. 
To avoid the mistakes of for­ 
mer city 
adm inistrations, the very 
best legal talent should be employed 
to draft the ordinance and see that 
tue c itv ’s interests are safe guarded. 
Thus the taxpayer would be sufficient­ 
ly protected, and be guaranteed good 
and ample service at just and reason­ 
able rates. 
This would certainly seem 
to be the best, safest and cheapest 
method. 
There could be no graft, 
there would be good, honest service, 
and last ¡¡but not least, the cost of 
construction would not fall on the 
long suffer'ng tax-payer. 
A private 
company conld and certainly wonld 
fam ish better service than the city 
ever conld and at a just and reasonable 
ordinance-regulated rate. 
What do 
you think abont it?

The total wealth of Indiana in 19 04 
amounted to $3.105.78 1.739 , and it then 
crossed the three billion line for the 
first time. 
Its total wealth in 19 00 
was only $2.606.49 3.004. 
in that year 
the Hoosier state ranked eleventh. 
While it has gone right ahead increas­ 
ing from that time on, yet New Jersey 
has outstripped Indiana and put the 
latter state one notch behind. 
How­ 
ever, in the four years from 19 00 to 
19 04. Indiana gained in its total wealth 
a little over 19 per cent, which is a 
splendid showing.
